Thank you for all you have done to assist in Missouri’s economic 





recovery. We can all take great pride in helping employers and 
entrepreneurs create tens of thousands of new jobs, including 
much needed legislative changes and innovative new programs 








that are moving Missouri forward. 





When I took office in January 2005, our state's economic picture 
was bleak. Poor spending decisions created a $1.1 billion deficit for our state government; layoffs and 








job losses dominated the news in the years prior. 


Through new pro-jobs, pro-growth policies and sound management practices, we turned the state's 





deficit into two consecutive surpluses; brought about legislative reforms that gave us real lawsuit 
reform and brought fairness to our workers compensation system. We created the Missouri Quality 
Jobs Act which helped create more than 22,000 new jobs to our state that pay above the average wage 
and provide health care benefits for workers. 





As Governor, I have had the privilege of meeting with innovative job creators here at home and 
all over the world. I consistently hear good things about the quality of Missouri’s workforce from 





business leaders who have chosen to expand or relocate to the Show-Me State. One of the initiatives 
that Iam most excited about is our Lewis and Clark Discovery Initiative. This initiative will deliver 
$335 million to colleges and universities throughout our state and will more than double the state- 
funded, needs-based scholarship programs so that more Missourians can achieve the dream of a 








college education. 


Our focus on creating greater opportunities for all Missourians is working. In 2006, our state set a 














new export record sending $12.8 billion worth of goods to more than 191 different countries. The 
first quarter of 2007 surpassed the first quarter of last year, which bodes well for Missouri businesses 
of all sizes who are taking advantage of our state's excellent international relationships and contacts. 





I am also pleased with the work of the Missouri Department of Economic Development. At 
my direction, Director Greg Steinhoff reorganized the department to focus on the twin goals of 
attracting and retaining good jobs. As you will see in Missouri Developments, our department is 
helping innovative companies representing a wide array of economic sectors start or expand their 





presence in Missouri. 


In addition to helping attract and retain jobs, we have also focused on helping small and mid-sized 





Missouri communities revitalize their downtown areas into centers of job creation and economic 
development. Our Downtown Revitalization and Economic Assistance for Missouri, or DREAM, 
initiative is helping twenty Missouri communities refurbish old buildings, make needed infrastructure 
improvements and take advantage of other state assistance programs to local communities to attract 














new employers.

The Sales team, through regional and industry specialization, provides individualized 
customer service to businesses considering locating or expanding within our state. 
They assist communities with key development activities and work to develop export 
oromotion opportunities for Missouri businesses to take their products and services to 
key world markets. 
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The Marketing team produces award-winning print and media materials to competitively 
market our state at the national and international levels. From trade shows to television 
broadcasts, the collaborative effort of the Marketing team helps in supporting the Sales 
and Finance teams by using key marketing strategies, in an effort to attract and increase 
lead opportunities to Missouri. 


The research team, MERIC, provides innovative analysis and assistance to policy 
makers and the public, including studies of the state’s targeted industries and economic 
development initiatives. Other MERIC research includes the Economic Condition Report, 
Economic Impact Assessments, and labor market information produced in cooperation 
with the U.S. Department of Labor. 


The Finance team administers the many incentives offered by the Department of Economic 
Development (DED) in a manner that promotes consistency and allows for expertise. The 
team assures access and understanding by DED customers of all the programs offered 
and supports the Sales team’s efforts through coordination and communication. 


The Compliance team assures accountability for each program by assessing the 
operations; determining compliance by conducting file reviews, onsite monitoring, eligibility 
determinations, necessary claw-backs and any follow-up requirements. The Finance and 
Compliance teams work proactively to assure compliance standards are met.

Cal Qlill Will invest as much as $180 million to expand and modernize its soybean-crushing plant in Kansas 
City, resulting in a new facility that will increase processing capacity by about 57 percent, from 95,000 to 165,000 
bushels per day. The expansion is focused around replacing an aging unit with a world-class soybean-processing 
facility.

There are a few unique activities that create an economic impact in Missouri that involve 
the DED. Missouri's growing wine business continues to add to Missouri’s economy. 
There are new vineyards, as well as new wine producers in the state. The production of 
feature films in our state also provides an economic impact. Charcoal production in our 
state creates its own unique niche and economic impact. And, the DED participates 
with the Missouri Higher Education Loan Authority (MOHELA) to support low interest 
loans for college bound students.

The purpose of the Film 
Production tax credit program is to attract more film production to the state and create new 
jobs by encouraging the hiring of Missouri cast and crew.

The Franklin school project 
involves the acquisition and 
renovation of the former Franklin 
School into a 79-unit, loft-style 
apartment building. The 81,000- 
square-foot school building was 
designed by William B. Ittner, 
who designed many schools for 
the St. Louis Public Schools, 

and was nationally acclaimed 

for the design of educational 
buildings. Vacant for many years, 
the building was excessed and 
sold. The units will be loft-style 
with high ceilings, large windows 
and fully equipped kitchens. The building will 
also contain 3,000 square feet of community 
space, including a media room, computer 
station and library. Proposed as all affordable 
units, the targeted resident will be active 
seniors, over the age of 55. The Department 
of Economic Development authorized a 

$10 million Private Activity Bond, as well 

as Brownfield Tax Credits and Historic Tax 
Credits, to assist Franklin Partners, LLC with 
this project, which created 127 jobs and 79 
senior housing units.

The Business and Community Services division collaborates and partners with 
many organizations charged with carrying out specific missions related to economic 
develooment growth and opportunities. 


Missouri Community Service Commission (MCSC) - The Missouri Community 
service Commission promotes volunteerism and community services. Projects 

are federally funded through the National Community Service Programs, including 
AmeriCorp, and are designed to engage citizens in education, public safety, 
environment and human needs services by fostering their civic responsibility and the 
ethic of participation in local community betterment. 


The Hawthorn Foundation —- Created in 1981 by then-Governor Christopher 
(Kit) Bond, the Hawthorn Foundation is a public-private partnership used to 
supplement Missouri's marketing programs and attract new industry to the state 
through private funding of state economic development. The Foundation is a 
private 501c (6) corporation and Its investors include many of Missouri’s most 
prominent corporations and business leaders. The 36-member Board of Directors 
is an independent, non-partisan board composed of the Foundation’s major 
investors and other selected members. The Hawthorn Foundation is instrumental 
in funding various trade missions, trade shows and other events in which the 
Department participates. 


Missouri Military Preparedness & Enhancement Commission —- [he Missour! 
Military Preparedness and Enhancement Commission was established in 2005 
when Governor Matt Blunt signed Senate Bill 252 into law. The Commission is 
tasked with making recommendations regarding community relations and interstate 
cooperation on military issues. The commission will also serve as a clearinghouse 
for information regarding federal actions affecting military installations and their 
potential impact on the state and local communities. 


The Commission has nine members: five appointed by the governor, 2 members of 
the Senate and 2 members of the House of Representatives. 


Missouri Small Business Regulatory Fairness Board (SBRFB) - |he Missour 
Small Business Regulatory Fairness Board (SBRFB) ensures that Missouri small 
business owners (those with 100 or fewer full-time or part-time employees) have 

a voice in the development of rules and regulations by Missouri state departments 
and agencies. Missouri's state departments and agencies are required to solicit 
input from small business owners prior to implementing new rules and regulations. 
Agencies must determine if the proposed rule affects small business and, if so, the 
availability and practicability of less restrictive alternatives that can be implemented 
to achieve the same results. 


The board consists of nine members and provides state agencies with input 
regarding rules that adversely affect small businesses and solicits comments 
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from small businesses. The board also holds hearings around the state with state 
agencies and small business owners. These events provide a public venue for state 
agencies to discuss their approach to regulatory fairness for small businesses and 
for members of the public to comment on state agency performance. 


Missouri Film Commission — |he Missouri Film Commission was created in 
1983 to attract film, television, video and cable productions to Missouri, and to 
oromote the growth of the film and video production industry within Missouri. The 
Commission is made up of nine members, five of which are appointed by the 
Director of the Department of Economic Development. 


The commission shall provide oversight and guidance to the Director of the 
Department of Economic Development in administering the office of the Missouri! 
Film Commission, established in section 620.1210. The commission shall make 
recommendations to the Governor and the General Assembly on: 


1. The removal of barriers so that film production in Missouri may be more 
easily promoted; and 

2. Ihe develooment of state incentives to attract private investment in film 
production in the state. 


Regional Planning Commissions -— State financial aid enables local governments, 
through regional planning commissions, to initiate programs and services identified 
as important by member governments. State funds are matched by local funds. 


Intergovernmental Relations Commission — The Intergovernmental Relations 
Commission is the focal point from which state agencies receive information and 
recommendations on intergovernmental issues. The Missouri Commission on 
Intergovernmental Cooperation works closely with the Governor’s Federal Fiscal 
Impact Commission, follows the devolution of federal programs, and studies the 
effect on state and local governments. 


Missouri Technology Corporation (MTC) -— MIC, a not-for-profit corporation, 
advises the Department of Economic Development, the Governor and the General 
Assembly regarding business development opportunities related to new technology 
and products. MTC contributes to strengthening the state’s economy through the 
development of science and technology; promotes the modernization of business 
through the transfer of science, technology and quality improvement methods to 
the workplace; and enhances the productivity and competitiveness of Missouri's 
businesses by providing leadership and establishing methods of technology 
application, commercialization and development. 


MTC consists of eleven members appointed by the Governor and four ex-officio 
members, including the President of the University of Missouri System and the 
Director of the Department of Economic Development. This board also houses the 
Research Alliance of Missouri (RAM), established in January 2008 to respond to 
the need for an alliance between business and universities in order to coordinate 
research and provide more access to technology for Missouri businesses. 
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Missouri Manufacturing Extension Partnership — \he Missouri Manufacturing 
Extension Partnership (MEP) is the only economic development program in the 
state of Missouri that provides business and technical assistance to the state’s 
small and medium-size manufacturers. 


The assistance enables these manufacturers to become and remain competitive, as 
well as retain existing jobs and create new jobs. 


MEP is a public-private partnership with a number of strategic partners including 
the U.S. Department of Commerce’s National Institute of Standards and Technology 
and the University of Missouri System. This program receives federal funding that Is 
matched by state funding and private funding. 


The Advisory Council for Plant Biotechnology is charged with analyzing 

the state’s current life sciences environment to determine how the state can 
better capitalize on the industry’s potential, serving as an aggressive recruitment 
committee to attract new life sciences companies to Missouri and determining if a 
state-based regulatory structure Is desirable. 


A consortium, so far loosely called the Plant Output Trait Group (POTG), 
sprouted from the governor’s Advisory Council for Plant Biotechnology. Currently, 
the POTG Is planning to coordinate research, develooment, commercialization and 
licensing efforts between researchers and private businesses. 


The Advisory Council on Agricultural Science and Technology will be 
responsible for identifying new areas of agricultural science and technology, as 
well as providing recommendations on regulatory matters, long-term needs for the 
agricultural science and technology sector, and future opportunities for the plant 
biotechnology industry within the state. 


Initiatives 


The DREAM Initiative will work to break down the existing barriers to 
redevelopment and revitalization facing Missouri's smaller communities. It is a 
significantly more efficient and effective use of our state’s existing programs. This 
new initiative is an enhanced approach to the current redevelooment process that 
makes resources and tools available to allow downtown revitalization efforts to 
become reality in a shorter time frame. DREAM is also designed to move beyond 
the current redevelooment programs in Missouri by attracting private investment to 
spur growth and jobs in selected Missouri communities. 


The Missouri Department of Economic Development, Missouri Develooment 
Finance Board and the Missouri Housing Develooment Commission have joined 
together in a partnership to helo make DREAM a success. Each contributing 
partner will lend its individual expertise and tools to create this new comprehensive 
and collaborative approach to downtown revitalization. 
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Six to ten communities will be selected through an application process each year to 
become DREAM communities. The available programs can help address a variety 
of community needs, including infrastructure improvements, historic preservation, 
affordable housing, community services, business development and job creation. 


Missouri’s Ethanol Initiative — Gov. Blunt secured a requirement that all gasoline 
sold in Missouri contain 10 percent ethanol from Missouri grown corn by 2008. At 
this time, Missouri has four operating ethanol plants in Macon, Craig, Malta Bend 
and Laddonia that produce approximately 163 million gallons of ethanol annually. 
There are 7 more plants currently in the planning phase, which are expected to 
produce more than 350 million gallons annually. 


Missouri's Biodiesel Initiative — Missouri currently has two biodiesel plants with 
a capacity of 32 million gallons per year. Eight additional plants are currently in the 
planning stages. If all plants are built by 2008, Missouri will have 10 plants with the 
capacity to produce over 200 million gallons of biodiesel a year. 


The Missouri Stem Cell Research and Cures Initiative, passed by voter 
approval, will: 


e ensure Missouri patients have access to any therapies and cures, and allow 
Missouri researchers to conduct any research, permitted under federal law; 


e ban human cloning or attempted cloning; 


e require expert medical and public oversight and annual reports on the 
nature and purpose of stem cell research; 


e impose criminal and civil penalties for any violations; and 


e prohibit state or local governments from preventing or discouraging lawful 
stem cell research, therapies and cures. 


The Missouri House of Representatives also allocated $13.5 million for the Life 
Sciences Research Trust Fund. |he Life Sciences Research Trust Fund was 
established in the 2008 legislative session, and was intended to set in statute that 
future legislatures would prioritize 25 percent of the state’s tobacco settlement 
proceeds into building life sciences research capacity. 


Creation of the Missouri Business Portal -— The Missouri Business Portal is 
designed to be the one central location for business men and women to conduct 
registration and filings for their business throughout tts lifecycle. This starts with the 
first seed of an idea and follows through various stages. 


Governor Matt Blunt hosted a Math and Science Education Summit in 2006 that 
created the Math Engineering Technology & Science (METS) Initiative. 
Strategic issues addressed were: 

e /mproving the performance of all P-20 students. 

e Expanding the pool of students motivated to pursue METS careers 
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e Expanding the pool of Missouri’s P-20 METS teachers; 


e Increasing public awareness of the importance of METS-related industries 
and jobs in enhancing Missouri's global competitiveness and innovation; 


e Establishing a technology plan to support METS curricula, grade-level 
expectations (GLEs) and assessments in Missouri. 


Goals of Business & Community Services 


Increase the number of family—supporting jobs 


e Organize the department to maximize response and deal with flow 


e Promote effective incentives (constantly review incentives and create 
legislative packages) 


e Grow Missouri's assets through business cluster develooment 
As Missouri makes its transition into the new technology-based economy, 
the state is building strong clusters in eight key industries to assist in 
growth and expansion opportunities to create new jobs and strengthen 
Missouri’s economy. 


Military, Defense, and Homeland Security 
The Military, Defense, and Homeland Security cluster is comprised of 
industries that supply and support local and national security. 


Information Technology 

The Information Technology cluster is comprised of industries involved 
in the manufacturing of electronic components used in computers, 
communication devices, and other electronic devices, and includes 
planning and design of computer systems, software development, 
management consulting services, and research. 


Life Sciences 

The Life Sciences cluster focuses on industries involved in the 
enhancement of quality of life through psychosocial, biological, and 
medical research and engineering. It is also comprised of chemical and 
medical device manufacturing. 


Transportation / Logistics 
The Transportation / Logistics cluster focuses on the support processes 
involved with the transfer of products and services. 


Energy 

The Energy cluster is defined as industries involved in the operations of 
power facilities, and the manufacturing of machinery and parts used in 
the production of energy.

The Automotive cluster is comprised of industries involved in the 
manufacturing of motor vehicles.

The Finance cluster focuses on industries primarily engaged in the 
transfer, holding, and investment of currency. 


e Agribusiness 
The Agribusiness cluster is comprised of industries supporting 
farm production (animal and crop), farm-related industries, and 
indirect agribusiness.
